During  his  28  years  as  dramatic  director  at  St.  Jos¬ 
eph’s,  Father  Ildephonse  got  more  than  his  share  of 

chuckles.  Here  are  a  few 
experiences  he  and  old  tim¬ 
ers  frequently  discuss  when 
they  reminisce  over  the  days 
when  the  battlecry  was, 
“The  show  must  go  on!” 

“We  were  staging  ‘Alexander 
HI’,”  Father  Rapp  said.  “A 
prisoner’s  life  depended  upon  the 
timely  arrival 
of  a  reprieve.

His  right  hand  was  extended 
above  his  head.  He  stopped; 
glanced  at  his  hand.  There  was 
no  reprieve.  He  had  dropped  it 
in  the  wings.  Disgusted  with 

himself,  he  grumbled:  ‘Oh,  hell!’” 

A  lost  moustache,  at  one  time, 
nearly  ruined  the  opening  scene 
of  “Henry  IV.”  The  king  was 
talking  to  his  couriers.  Back 

stage  Father  Rapp  was  busy  re¬ 
storing  a  moustache  that  had 
fallen  from  the  lip  of  a  careless 
actor.  Suddenly  there  came  an 
ominous  silence.  The  director 
grabbed  for  the  manuscript. 
Someone  had  carried  it  away. 
The  king’s  voice  was  heard  once 

more.  He  had  found  his  cue! 

The  audience  merely  thought  it 
was  a  very  impressive  pause. 

During  a  sword  battle  in  Pizarro, 
an  actor  came  rushing  off  stage 
with  a  badly  slashed  hand.  “What 
shall  I  do,”  he  asked.  “Do?” 
said  Father  Rapp,  “go  back  and 
fight.”  The  hand  was  hastily 
bandaged  and  the  actor  went

F.  H.  Dirksen,  ’91-’93,  who 
appeared  with  the  group, 
identified  the  unknown  man 
in  .a  letter  to  his  son,  the 
Very  Rev.  Aloys  Dirksen, 
C.PP.S.,  president  at  St. 
Joseph’s.  Here  are  a  few 
of  the  details  Mr.  Dirksen 
sent:  It  is  the  picture  of 
Henry  F.  Droesch,  ’92-’93, 
who  taught  school  for  13 
years  in  Mercer  County,  O.,  after  leaving 
St.  Joe.  He  was  appointed  rural  mail  car¬ 
rier,  in  1906,  at  Chicasaw,  O.  He  was  killed 
as  a  mail  driver,  May  6,  1916,  while  crossing 
the  now  abandoned  C.  H.  &  D.  tracks  be¬ 
tween  Maria  Stein  and  Chicasaw  stations.

PUMAS  PROUD  OF  RECORD 

The  college  team  has  won  15 
out  of  21  games.  It  will  prob¬ 
ably  end  up  in 
third  place  'in 
the  23-team  In¬ 
diana  Confer¬ 
ence.  Highest 
scorer  the  state 
of  Indiana  has 
ever  had  is  the 
title  held  by  Neal  Mosser 
Neal  Mosser,  Puma  center.  He 
now  has  273  points  for  the  sea¬ 
son,  eight  points  more  than  the 
previous  all-time  record.  The 
former  captain  of  St.  Benedict’s 
high  school,  Cambridge,  O.,  has 
one  more  game  in  which  to  boost 
his  standing.  After  St.  Joe  plays 
Valparaiso  University,  March  4, 
Mosser  will  have  a  record  that 
will  probably  stand  untouched 
for  years.
